L£xplanatory —T his note furnishes the preliminary estimates 
of the area and outturn of the wheat crop ip those. Provinces. 
There is Pgs no wheat grown in the districts of 
Howrah, Khulna, Dinajpur, Bogra, Dacca, Backergunge and 
Puri and in the Chittagong Division. 

Character of the season—The rainfall in September was 
copious and general, and in the Burdwan, Presidency and 
Orissa Divisions was exceptionally heavy. In October the 
fall was almost everywhere below the normal, while Novem- 
ber was practically rainless, There has been seasonable rain 
in December and January, and on the whole the season has 
hitherto been favourable to the wheat crop, 

Area sown.—The total normal area under wheat in this 
Province is estimated at 1,579,800 acres, but in consequence 
of the favourable’ character of the season, the area actually 
sown this year has risen to 1,616,300 acres.or 36,500 acres 
in excess of the normal. Last year only 1,550,200 acres 
were sown with this crop,

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SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGIOAL AND RAINFALL Ni 
TAKEN IN BENGAL, AND OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS 
TAKEN IN ASSAM, FOR THE MONTH OF JANUARY 1901. 


. As usual in January, weather during the month just past has on the whole been fine and 
setiled, but with o rather marked variation as regards temperature, Night temperature waa 
ically norm»l, but on an averge for the month a large defect is shown in maximum 
mporature, especially in the western and central districts. Over the whole of Chota Nagpur 
an the adjacent parts of Bihar and Bengal Proper average defect in day temperature was — 
as much as 6° and in places over 7°. This defect was, no doubt, partly due to the cloudy 
wonther with heavy rainfall which was general in the west of the Provinoo early in’ January 
and was most marked in Chota Nagpur. 
Two oocasions of disturbed woather occurred—one at the beginning of tho month, the 
other about the middle, and durmg the former disturbance very heavy rainfall for the season. 
of the year was more or less general in the western districts. On the second corasion tho 


rainfall, though general for a day or two, was less henvy, but was again confined largely to 


the west, In consequence Hast Bengal recoived only a quarter of an inch, little more 
half the normal amount, while in all the other divisions there was excess, small in North 
Bengal, but large in Bihar, Orissa and Chota Nagpur, The total ay fall in Chota 
Nagpur was 3°19 inches as compared with a normal amount of +55 inch, in Bihar and Orissa 
19 inches, the normal amounts being *66 incl: and “35 inch, og rece 

‘The cause of this excessive rainfall in the west of the Provinoe, a feature which was 
very noticenble in January of last year, is probably to ba found in the course which the 
Thaltow dopressions af present follow. Instead of passing eastward over Bengal into Burma 
as they generally do in ordinary years, they aro checked while stil over the wostern district, 
and moving in a move southwly direction become diffused over the south of the Bay. This 
foature has been persistent of late and is probably connected with the upper atmospherio 
currents which are much more steady than those at lower levels and may continue to follow 
the same direction for months together, The sseond disturbance woe towards tho 
south nring its approach, and moving from the Central Provinoss across wasa fairly 
well mi deprewion in tho north-west of the Bay on the 18tn, after which it became 


diffused over the soutlr of the Bay. 
At the TA ee of the month iro was falling moderately in tho contral districts 


‘nnd slowly elsewhere, It was relatively low in the western districts, amd the ocasterly winds 

» in Bihar ond Chota Nagpur showed a oyolonic cireulation about a contre still beyond the 
western boundary. Rain had begun to fall in Bihar and Chota Nagpur, a number of 
tho more wostern stations reporting an inch or mote. Temperature bad fallen rapidly 
and was as much as 6° ‘below the normal in the ‘west of Sonth Bihar, while elsewhere 
there was excess ranging wp to 6° in Oritea (On the 2nd the disturbance had advanced 
oastward ; the hoavier rainfall whs in Chota Nagpur and Contral Bengal. ‘Tho area of 
low temperature included the whole Province, except Lower Bengal and Orissa. 

_ On the 3rd there was only light rainfall in Lower Bongal, but the change had begun 
which provented furthor eastward advance of the disturbance. ‘This was shown by tho 
slow to moderate increase of pressure in Assam and North Bengal and the tendunoy to fall 
in tho south-westera districts. The rainfoll after having almost ceased in the west of 
the Province again became general and slowly retreated southward, ultimately ceasing in 
the Circars on the 6th, Possily the heavy rainfall at Colombo two days later was 
with the same disturbance, 

‘The brisk rise of on which began on the Sth became goneral on the 6th with 
9 stecp gradient over Lower Bengal and the north of the Bay, Northerly winds were 
stronger and more regnlar and temperature fell over the whole Province, mean defect 
varying from 2° in the south to 7° at some of the more northern stations, 

During the following week considerable variations of pressure and temperature ocourred, 
and a depression appeared to enter the north of the Provinoo from the wost. It was of 
only short duration, and caused little change in the general weather conditions. Thero 
was the usnal increase of temperature, some cloud a fow very light scatterod showers. 
After the fall of pressure a brisk recovery immediately ade liv fre by 
was again high prorsure, o steep gradient for the season, general northerly winds and low 
temperature over the whole Province. 

On tho 13th preesure began to fall, and on the Lith there were tho usual signs af the 
approach of a depression from the west. Winds were easterly in the west of Bihar with 
general cloud and i ‘These ditions ae it ve 
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vince, 
ripsehe "i Santee LR oT settled weather prevailed, pressure remained high - 
~ ont with the usual small oscillations, and temperature was low till near tinea of 

3 a when there was a small excess. The sky continued cloudless with a total absenoo 





















Pressure never varied to any great extent from the normal. It was low during *the 
two periods of disturbed weather referred to above, and generally high at other times. 
The mean prossure for the month is, in ter Sane above the normal; by small amounts 
in the south, increasing towards the north, aud greatest in North Bengal. 

Temperature was most frequently below the normal from day to day, but the variation 
‘was most marked in day readings, partly because of cloud and rain being moro prevalent 
- than usual, The wba Whe okoat of rainy days was much above the normal in all the 
Jarge alma y ry Bengal, where there was a deficiovoy inthat respect. As tho 
cloud nts the full effect of the sun’s heating power, the day temperatures were continu- 
ously low for a longer period than usual from that cause, but the nights wero practically 
» normal, The mean defect in maximum temperature for the whole month varied from 6° in 
Chota Nagpur to 2° in tho east and south of the Province. The mean minimum tempera- 
ture aie abet normal, except in Bihar, part of Orissa and somo of the central districts, 
-where there was a small excess. 
In consequence of the low temperaturo during the day, tho averages for the larger 
divisions of the Province are all below the normal sy considerable amounts, exeapt in Hast 
Bengal. In North Bengal and Orissa defect is a little over 1°, in South-West Bengal and 
Bihar about 2° and in Chota Nagpur 3°. 
Rainfall —Dwo periods of showery weather occurred—one in tho early days and tho other 
~~ about the middle of the month. The heavier falls were reoorded during the former of these 
periods, and especially on the 1st and 2nd of the month in the western districts, as will be 
,, Seen. by reference to the nying tables. On ‘these dates many stations in Chota 
Nagpur and Bihar received more than 1 inch and several more than 2 inches. 

‘The rainfall diminished in amount towards the east and only a few light showers fell 
in Bast Bengal, and not much more than the normal amount in North Bengal. In tho 
western and central districts there was a moderate to large exeoss, varying from threo 
quarters of an inch in South-West Bengal to 2°6 inches in Ohota N appr. 

Except in Bast and North Bengal, the number of rainy days, that is days on which at 
least a tenth of an inch fell, was about four times the number in ordinary years,
